The management of the finances of the 
State of Pennsylvania, upon which mainly 
iges the dissension between the Forney | 
and Cameron Rings, is admirably illus- 
tive, in its way, of the management of 
Netional finances by the Grant Ad- 
ministration, and the general tactics of 
the Grant leaders.
